The dead body of Mrs. Jake 
Cluck, of near Bainbridge. was 
found last Saturday morning in the 
woods about one and a half n 
from her home. 

Mrs. Cluck arose from her bed 
about 3 o'clock in the morning and 
left the house in her night cloth. 
Members of (he family heard her 
when she arose and walked out 
but the supposition was that sni 
had gone into another room for wa 
ter and no particular attention wai 
paid to the matter. 

After daylight it was discoverec 
that she was missing and her fail 
ure to return at the breakfast hou 
caused alarm, and a search wai 
instituted by Mr. Cluck and somi 
of his neighbors. 

The woman was barefooted and 
in walking over the ice and sleet 
her feet were soon cut and ( 
menced bleeding- The hunting 
party had not gone far until they 
found her bloody tracks and follow- 
ing them to the woods the search 
was continued. About 9 o'clock 
the morning they came upon the 
corpse, lying on her side, with her 
face frozen to the ground. 

No marks of violence were found 
on the body and it was evident that 
she had frozen to death, and had 
been there since her disappearance, 

Mrs. Cluck was about 45 years 
old and had not enjoyed good health 
for a year or more. It is believed 
that continued ill health had affect- 
ed her mind and that she was not 
rational when she wandered away 
to her death.

from his God. He did not seek the 
Lord as before, but he heard the 
"voice of the Lord God walking i 
thegarden in the cool of the day, 
and he said to God, "I heard thy 
voice in the garden, and I wa 
afraid, because I was naked; and 
hid myself." God was looking for 
him, seeking him out. Though m; 
had sinned and lost standing wi 
God, the Lord loved him. Adam 
moral coward, and we are 
cowards, moral outcasts. 
Though God had to drive Adam 
rom the garden he loved him sc 
that even then he devised a plan 
for his redemption— he could not 
give him up in his lost and ruined 
condition. We hear a great deal 
about character and reputation, 
but character is not reputation. 
Character is what a man is and hit 
reputation is what other men think 
he is. But God forgives men and 
pardons them. Pardon is not for- 
giveness. It is a hard thing to for- 
give a man who has injured you— 
one of the hardest things in tin 
world for man to do. It is easy for 
a man to lose his standing in the 
commercial world. We make little 
worlds for ourselves, and are ver 
careful not to lose our standing- 
try to keep up our reputation, but 
what is reputation if there is no 
character behind it? In the great 
moral universe man has lost his 
standing with God. Character in 
is everything— he should think 
i of bis character than his rep- 
utation. Henry Cioy, ibe great 
Kentucky commoner, was right 
when he said "I had rather be right 
than President," He was thinking 
talking about his character, 
i was the favorite of creation. 
There was nothing too good for him, 
he had communion and complete

If there were nothing else 
n this Bible portrait, sketched in 
bold lines, it should be sufficient to 
show the awful condition of fallen 
man. What is true of Adam is true 
of us all. Man is in a state of sin, 
is without standing, has lost com- 
munion with God, and without mor- 
al ability. With no standing with 
God, no desire for anything better, 
no communion with God, be is in a 
condition worse than a thousand 
bells in the other world. Suppose 
that God should throw open the 
gates of heaven and let him rush 
right in, what would the God of 
Kden be? What would heaven be? 
Think of a man rushing out of bell 
right into heaven! Heaven would 
be the last place you would want to 
go to. A man who was to go on an 
xcursion boat to a political con- 
ention, by mistake got on a Sun- 
day school excursion boat. It did 
not take him long to realize his 
mistake. Young people here and 
there reading the Bible and sing- 
ing the "Sweet Bye and Bye" 
wasn't what he wanted. He was 
almost crazed and rushed up to the 
captain and criet out: "Put me off 
this boat, I am in hell!" 

What is forgiveness? Man never 
had anything to lose— God gave 
him everything he ever had. For- 
giveness is not something he ever 
lost. The angels do not have to be 
forgiven. It is only man, the best 
loved, the most honored, the one 
that he loves besthas to be forgiven 
Forgiveness for sin is secured 
only by the atoning blood of Christ. 
You can't save yourself by your 
tears. It is not justification— all 
that believe are justified. Man's 
attitude before God made the cross.

TUESDAY NIGHT. 
The sebject of the discourse was 



"The Fullness or Abundance of 
Divine Forgiveness." Dr. Pente- 
cost read the 2nd chapter of Mark, 
verses 1 to 8 inclusive. When John 
Bunyan wrote bis autobiography 
he entitled his volumn, "Grace 
Abounding." This ought to be 
the title of every Christian. In- 
spired men were not given to using 
the infinitive to any great extent, 
and were sparing of adjectives, but 
when speaking of the abounding 
grace of God, they could not re- 
strain themselves. Peter speaks 
of the "precious blood of Christ." 
He couldn't help it. When they 
wrote anything implying the great- 
ness of redemption they had to use 
adjectives. When we read in Eph. 
1:7, 8, "In whom we have redemp- 
tion though his blood the forgive- 
ness of sins, according to the riches- 
of his grace: wherein he both 
abounded toward us in all wisdom 
and prudence." it ought to Bet our 
hearts singing. Oh, the abound- 
ing forgiveness of God! The utter- 
most of God's infinite resources. 
Nothing else meets my case. I 
want enough to swim in. Enough 
for me to know that God wants 
me to know it. Salvation is a great 
thing. IfGodhadbeeu niggardly, 
stingy with grace, it would have 
been enough. But when he has 
given S3 abundantly of grace, what 
black ingratitude \o turn away 
from it, How abundant the right- 
eousness is like the great God. 
"Thy righteousness is like the 
great mountains; thy judgments 
are a great deep." (3(»th Psalm, 6.)

But David with blood on his bands, 
did not ask small things of God, 
though he spoiled the life of a wo- 
man and murdered her husband, 
be cries out in the 130th Psalm, 
"Out of the depth have I cried unto 
thee, 0 Lord." Again in the 7lb 
verse, "Let Israel hope in the Lord: 
for with the Lord there is mercy, 
and with him is plenteous redemp- 
tion." Read the 130th Psalm. 
The first verse of the 5th Chapter 
Soluuiou's Song is God's invitation 
to dinner. What a table God 
spreads for sinners! Isaiah says 
"let the wicked forsake his ways, 
and the unrighteous man his 
thoughts, and I will abundantly 
pardon." Christ says in John 10:10 
"I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly." Grace is bigger 
than sin. Where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound. 
(Rom. 5:20.) God bas more grace 
in Christ than all the sins of the 
world can exhaust. Who can fath- 
om the depth of God's grace? Who 
can measure the breadth, length 
and hight of God's forgiveness? 
Don't you see you can't bay it? 
What have you to give for a thing 
like tbat? It must be a gift. All 
the way through the New Testa- 
ment we Snd the amazing declara- 
tion that Christ came toor give ourt

workers or smiths in Berlin fr.un 
whose eyes pieces of metal or other 
objects Lav* set <U i»w tuu« U*u re- 
moved. 

Hitherto this has been a most pain- 
ful operation, and in those cases in 
which the objects penetrated to a con- 
siderable distance within the eyc3 it 
did not always prove successful. 

Now, however, the important dis- 
covery has been made that by the use 
of an electro-magnet a foreign object 
can be drawn out of the eye as skill- 
fully as tha most expert surgeon could 
perform such an operation. More- 
over, the patient suffers compara- 
tively little while the electro-magnet 
is doing its work, for the foreign ob- 
joct, unless it has gone far into the 
eye, is generally drawn out quickly 
and without leaving any serious 
wound. If it has penetrated far, a 
passage must be cut, through which 
it may be drawn out. Though this is 
a painful operation, it is not more 
painful than would be the subsequent 
work of the surgeon in extracting the 
object — a work which the electro- 
magnet now does, and in the doing 
causing hardly any pain. 

The success of the physician*- of 
tho Berlin university is attracting 
considerable attention throughout 
Europe, and it is predicted by many 
that in a short time an electro-magnet 
will become an indispensable portion 
of every physician'*- and Burgeon's

ERS REMOVED. 

The Courier-Journal is authority 
for the statement that the Senate

enough decent men in the Senate to j 
prevent a sewerage of gambling 
and giafting from flowing through 
the insane asylums ot the State. If 
the commissioners had consulted 
their; own pleasure, if they had 
been less patriotic and less mindful 
of their oaths, they would long 
since have resigned in a body to 
escape the vituperation that has 
been poured upon them. The state- 
ment alleged to have been made by 
Mr. H. D. Hines that the editor of 
this paper had notified Gov. Beck- 
ham that "he would use bis influ- 
ence with the commissioners to 
make war on him." has no founda- 
tion whatever on truth. Three of 
the commissioners, it is true, were 
suggested by Mr. Meacham, but 
the Governor never appointed them 
until they had been submitted to 
his henchmen here and approved 
by them. Mr. Meacham displayed 
no "hostility" towards the admin- 
tration until it was a year old and 
had become a defender of the crime 
exposed in the Asylum. We have 
had no communication with the Gov- 
ernor, direct or indirect, since the 
removal of Dr. McCormick and the 
whitewash proceedings that fol- 
lowed that action.

Lubbuck. Texas, Feb. 5, 1902.— 
Kditor Kentuckian: 

I want to write a few lines to the 
good and honest people through the 
columns of the Kentuckian. I'm 
living in Lubbuck county out on 
the great plains, where a man, when 
he goes borne after his day* work, 
doesn't have to bang his hat on a 
nail, but simply has to only to lay 
it up by the side of the house, and 
the wind does the rect. 

Well, the plains are as level as a 
floor and sandy as the sea shore. I 
havent seen an oak forest since, I 
left Memphis, Tenn., but our train 
was a night train and we traveled 
about a hundred and fifty miles in 
the night, and of course could not 
see much of anything. 1 think Ar- 
kansas must have been named after
